Pittsbnrg, Jan. 26.—(Bulletin)—Of 


the 184 persons entombed in the mines 
at dies wick but one has been res- 
cued and -all others are thought to be 
dead. The entire rescuing party was 
also killed. 


. Cheswick, Pa.. Jan. 2(5—(Bulletin)— 
All the men in. the Harwich mine are 
known to be dead. There are at least 
370 of them. They are piled up past 
the cave-in which was removed. They 
are in the north shaft, stuffed in solid- 
ly as if rammed in. There will be no 
haste in removing the bodies, This 
work'will not begin until after night 
fall. 


Cheswick, Pa., Jan. 26.—4 a. in.—"I. 


am afraid they're all in now/" said 
Manager Scheetz, at an early hour 
this morning, after the third shift of 
men had reached the top of the shaft. 
'Thoset men are working Ifre heroes 
down there," continued Scheetz. 


"They are getting a few bodies to

It can be reliably stated that be- 


tween ISO and 190 miners were in the 
pit when the dread fire damp ignited, 
blowing the cages clear 
out of the 


shafts and burying the inmates. Of 
these miners, but two have come out 
one dead and one half dead from injur- 
ies 'and effects of the deadly after- 
damp. Even the rescuing parties have 
not escaped and Selwyn M. Taylor, 
the eminent mining engineer of this 
city, who plotted the mine: and led the 
rescuers into the i!ark depths is lying 
dead, while his companions escaped 
with their lives only with the greatest 
difiiculty. The work cf attempting res.- 
cue was signalized by instances of the 
greatest 
bravery 
and the scenes 


about the pit mouth are tragic In the 
extreme. 


A long distance telephone message 


from Cheswick- received in Pittsburg 
at 5 a. m., says: "P. W. Cunningham, 
mine inspector of the 
14th district 


came out of the flarwick mine of the 
Allegheny coal company this morning 
and stated that he had gone about one 
fourth of a mile from thp. mouth of the 


pit, and did not think there were any 
living persons in the mine. He went 
into the left wing between the sixth 
and seventh heading? and saw several 
dead mules, a number of demolished 


cars and about 16 dead men. He said 
he thought the great majority of the 
men met death through the afterdamp. 
Investigation between the sixth and 
seventh headings was abandoned when 
Inspector Cunningham came to a big 
cave-in that could not. be passed. Until 
this obstruction is removed there will 
be no means of discovering what may 
be the conditions in a large part of 
the mine. Several men were placed 
at work removing the obstructions and 
the work of rescue was abandoned un- 
til daybreak." 


The fans are all working in the mine 


but on account of the cave-in it was 
impossible to pump the air in proper- 
ly. The water pipes of the mine are 
all blown in and the mine was left, 
dry and there will be^no danger from 
a flood. 


Scenes at the shaft whero ail the life 


and hope of many spectators waa cen- 
tered, were pathetic.' These 
heart- 


rending scenes are what inspire brave 
men to noble deeds. The saddened 
sights influenced Selwyn 
M. Taylor, 


the distinguished and wealthy mining 
engineer of Pittsburg, with three oth- 
ers to descend to the bottom 
in a 


busket

He was reported to be dead an hour 


after he made the descent and in the 
early hours of this morning his lifeless 
body was hoisted to the surface, placed 
upon a stretcher and «arried to the vil- 
lage school nouse that had been ar- 
ranged as a hospital, but will doubtless 
serve as a morgue.

TnoTtgftTthat the services cf physicians 
or nurses will be required in connec-; 
tion with this horror. 


Mr. Taylor's companions 
narrowly 


escaped a fate similar to his. 


Word received in Pittsburg at nine 


o'clock this morning states that since 
E o'clock this morning no attempt has 
been made to enter the Harwick mine. 
At that hour the last rescuers cams 
out and on account of the scarcity of 
men with enough experience to permit 
of their going down into the dangerous 
mine the work cf rescue is much ham- 
pered. No bodies have been, recovered 
since that of Selwyn M. Taylor, which 
was brought up early this morning- 
There were this morning only a dozen 
experienced men who could do relief 
work and they were exhausted by day- 
light. 


Inspector Cunningham, the last man 


out of the mine at -5 o'clock this morn- 
ing, said at.' 0 o'clock that he had no 
reason to revise his first statement 
that probably all those in the mine had 
perished. That the worst is to be ex- 
pected in connection with the fate of 
the entombed men, is evinced at the 
county coroner's office. Coroner Jesse 
M. McGeary, this morning dispatched 
three deputy coroners to the scene, and 
the morgue officials have been instruct- 
ed to prepare for the reception of many 
bodies.

FOURTEEN KILIED 


Frightful Mining Accident at 
Cripple 


Creek, Colo.—Cage With Miners - 


Drops 1500 Feet. 


Victor, Colo., Jan. 26—One of 
the 


most frightful mining accidents in the 
history of the Cripple Creek district 
occurred this morning in Straton[s In- 
dependence mine, wheu 14 men were 
killed instantly and their bodies mutil- 
ated, in some instances almost beyond 
identification. 


A gang of 15 was on its way from, 


the working below in a cage whicli 
traveled at a rapid speed. The ma- 
chinery became disarranged and the 
engineer found himself helpless to stop 
the progress of the car as it approacli- 
ed the top of the shaft. 
The cage 


rushed up to the top of the structure, 
crashing into the heavy beams, when 
the cable broke, precipitating 14 men 
1500 feet to the bottom of the shaft 


Two of the mea managed^to grasp 


iron bars at the top and held on. One 
however was killed and the other was 
badly crushed.

The descent of the cage was like a 


ligEtning flash. The bodies o£ the men. 
presented a sickening spectacle, arms, 
legs and heeds being torn away, while 
the surrounding walls were bespatter- 
ed with, their blood. 


COL IYNCB 


Liberated from Prison by King Ed- 


ward—Was Convicted of Treason 


in South Africa 


London, Jan. " 26—Colonel 
Arthur 


Lynch, who cpinmandea the Irish jbri- 
gade against the British forces during 
the war in South Africa, and who was 
afterward convicted of treason and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life, was 
liberated 
yesterday 
"on license." 


Lynch has not yet received the royal 
pardon. 


The Associated Press learns that the 


liberation of Colonel Lynch is the out- 
come of an interesting series of events. 
W7hen Michael Davitt was last in the 
United States he raw President .Roose- 
velt, who mentioned Colonel Lynch to 
him, saying he had once entertained 
him at Albany. 


The President expressed great inter- 


est in the case, and regretted he could 
not ""suggest clemency without laying 
himslf open to a palpable snub. On 
his return to England air. Davitt men- 
tioned his conversation with President 
Roosevelt to Sir Thomas Lipton and 
to Mrs. Lynch, who has suffered bitter- 
ly since her husband's arrest 


He also made a pathetic appeal to 


Sir Thamas, who then personally in- 
:erceded with King Edward on behalf 
of the condemned fellow Irishman. 
Without any hesitation his majesty 
nromptly informed the home secretary 
of his wishes in the matter and the 
prisoner was released. 


Colonel Lynch, who completed 
a 


year in prison last Saturday, was the 
only political cHenier in prison, in Ire- 
land. Patrick A. McHugh, ex-member 
cf. the house of commons, who recently 
shared this distinction with Colonel 
Lynch, was only released 
from jail 


through the mediation of Sir Thomas 
Lipton with King Edward. 


Colonel Lynch will enjoy personal 


Hlicrtr, and may evca leave tae coun- 
try, should he care to do so, but not 
having received the royal pardon, he 
:s disqualified from silting 5a parlia

THE WERTZ BILL 


TO PROVIDE FOR GOOD ROADS IN 


OHIO. 


Synopsis of the 
Measure Explaining 


What It Proposes and Benefits to 


the People. 


Columbus, Jan. 26—The Wertz bill, 


providing for a Public Roads Division 
to the Department of Agriculture and 
for State aid in road improvements, is 
not merely an experiment. It substan- 
tially follows the "State Aid" road laws 
of New York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, where it has .been a great suc- 
cess. 
It benefits fanners, manufac- 


turers, business men, and every class 
In the State of Ohio. 


It provides that in roadways con- 


structed of macadam, telford, gravel, 
or other suitable- material, the state 
shall pay one-half the cost, the county 
one-fourth, the township in which the 
road is constructed one-fourth. 


It provides that th'e state makes the 


plans for the improvement and has the 
construction made under the supervi- 
sion of the county engineer, by sell- 
ing the work to the lowest bidder, or 
by permitting the county or township 
to take the contract. ""' 


Material available and close at hand 


is considered first. 


Th'e state by this bill gives each 


county |3,000 for 1005 on condition 
that the 
county 
raises 
a similar 


amount. It is not compulsory for any 
county to accept this -amount 
The 


$3,000 appropriated by the state works 
no hardship on the land owners or tax- 
payers of any county, as this money is 
not raised by a tax on real estate or 
on personal property, inasmuch as the 
state raises this money by taxes on 
corporations., excise taxes, etc. It 
works no injustice to the people in 
those counties where permanent high- 
ways have been constructed* as this 
appropriation is available for rebuild- 


ing, reconstructing, etc., of such road?. 
It creates a State Engineer, whose bus- 
iness will be to promote 
and look 


after the construction of roads in Ohio. 
It :s the intention of the bill to create 
the machinery necessary to build good 
roads, get plans made so that actual 
construction can bc^in in 1905. It is 
believed that the wisdom of this meas- 
ure will be made FO manifest by the 
time the next session of the legislature 
convenes that provision will be made 
for continuing the good work unti' 
from this small beginning there shall 
grow year after year a permanent road 
system until every road in O'aio is 
good for travel twelve months in tho 
year; and instead of having roads that 
are a disgrace to o:ir civilization, it 
wil! place Ohio in the first rank of 
states with permancrt roadways.

Arthur Higgins that there was a negro 
on board in company with a young 
white girl and that he believed he was 
kidnaping her. 


As Higgins boarded the train 
the 


nego and girl got oft on the other side 
and started 
to run. When Higgins 


started in pursuit the negro turned anc! 
fired at the officer, emptying his re- 
volver. Higgins returned tho fire, but 
none of the shots took effect. The ne- 
gro, while running, displayed and flour- 
ished two revolvers. 


Biggins having exhausted his am- 


munition called for help and a crowd 
soon collected and started on a hunt 
for the negro, who In the meantime 
had disappeared. About two hours lat- 
er he was found hidden behind a fence, 
but weaponless, as he had thrown 
away his revolvers. He was taken to 
jail. 


A mob surrounded the lail and

It is said 
they died in ihe snow of the ice moun- 
tains. where man has never been, or in 
the hills of silence, which are beyond 
the edge of the earth. Be that as it 
may, dogs and young hunters were 
seen never again by the Vv'hiteSsh peo- 
ple. 


"And more white men came with the 


years, and ever, with pay and pres- 
ents, they led the young men away 
•with them. And .sometimes the young 
men came back with strange tales of 
dangers and toils in the lands bej'ond 
the Pellys. and sometimes they did not 
come-back. And 'we said. 'If th-?y be 
unafraid of life, these white men. it 
is because they have man;.- lives, but 
we be few by the Whitefish, and the 
young men shall go away no more.'

ers on trail spat blund upon the snow. 
And now one and now another bled 
swiftly from the m"ntli and died.

those they bore were weak and eiven 
to sickness. And other sicknesses came 
to us from the whit" men. the like of 
which we had never known and could 
not understand. 
Smallpox, likewise 


measles, have I ho:ml these sicknesses 
named, and we di"d of them as die 
the salmon in the still eddies when in 
the fall their eggs are spawned and 
there is no longer nt-ud for them to 
live. 


"And yet—and hore be the strange- 


ness of it—the while men come as the 
breath of death. All their ways load 
to death. Their no-!rils are filled with 
it, and yet they do not die. Theirs the 
whisky and tobacco and short haired 
dogs; theirs the ni.urr sicknesses, the 
smallpox and inea-les, tho coughing 
and mouth bleecliim: theirs the while 
skin and softness to the frost and 
storm, and theirs the pistols that shoot 
six times very swift and are worthless. 
And yet they grow lat on their many 
ills and prosper ami lay a. heavy hand 
over all the world rind tread mightily 
upon its peoples. And their women, 
too. are soft as little babes, most 
breakable and never broken, tho moth- 
ers of men. And out of all this soft- 
ness and sickness and weakness come 
strength and power and authority.

"As I say, the moat in the forest be- 


came less and less. It be true the 
white man's gun is most excellent and 
kills a long way ofl. but of what worth 
the gun when there is no meat to kill? 
When I was a boy on the Whitefish 
there was moese on every lull, aad each 
year came the Ijji-ihou uncountable, 
but now the hunter may take the trail 
ten days and not one moose gladden his 
eyes, while the cariii-ni come no more. 
at all. Small -woith the gun. I say. 
killing a long way off when there be 
nothing to kill. 


"And I, Imber, yondered upon these 


things, watching tlto while the White- 
fish and the Pellyb and all the tribes 
of the land perilling as perished the 
meat of the. forest. Long I pondered. 
I talked with ihe ^hainans and the o!d 
men who were wise. I went apart that 
the sounds of the village might not dis- 
turb me. and I at" no meat so that my 
belly should not press upon me and 
make ihe slow of eye and ear. 
I sat 


long and sleepless in the fore=t, wid'_- 
eyed for the si^'ii. rny ears patient and 
keen for the word that was to come. 
And I wandered alone in the blackness 
of night to the river bank, where was

And 
the old men of the other tribes were 
weak and afraid and would not join 
with us. As I say, one by one, till I 
alouo was left. I am Imber of the 
Whitefish people. My father v/as Ots- 
bao!;, a strong man.

Whiteus-h now. Of the old men I am 
the last. The young men and young 
women are gone away, some to live 
with the I'cllys, some with the Salm- 
ons and more with the white men. 1 
am very old ami very tired, and, it be- 
ing vain lighting the la'.v. as thou s.iy- 
est, Ilowkan, I am come seeking tiic 
law."

But Imber was dreaming. The square
